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AGRICULTURAL PRODUCTS COOPERATIVE MARKETING ACT (APCMA) 


Program Overview 


The Agricultural Products Cooperative Marketing Act (APCMA) 
is a market development program designed to assist and 
encourage cooperative marketing of agricultural products. 


The Act provides the authority for the Minister of 
Agriculture to enter into an agreement with a cooperative 
association, processor or selling agent (an organization 
which markets an agricultural product). This agreement 
guarantees to the organization the initial payment made to 
producers and eligible processing, carrying and selling 
costs of the organization, to a fixed maximum. This 
enables the organization to source product more efficiently 
and market the product in a more orderly and systematic 
fashion throughout the season. In addition, the 
organization's financial obligations can be arranged to 
complement their marketing program. 


The agreement covers produce grown during a crop year 

(12 months). Once all the product is sold or the agreement 
has been terminated by mutual consent, if the average price 
received for the pooled product is less than the guaranteed 
price, the government makes payment for the difference. If 
the average price received is greater than the guaranteed 
price, the excess funds are distributed equally amongst the 
participating producers as a final payment. 


To participate, the organization must market the 
agricultural product under a Cooperative Plan. The 
Cooperative Plan requires the proceeds of the sale of the 
agricultural product to be pooled and the organization must 
provide equal returns to producers for product of like 
grade and quality. 


Agreements Entered Into During the 1986-87 Fiscal Year 


During the fiscal year ending March 31, 1987, the Minister 
of Agriculture entered into sixteen agreements with eleven 
different organizations under the provisions of the 
Agricultural Products Cooperative Marketing Act. The total 
guarantee under the sixteen agreements was $231,906,078. 
The eleven organizations represented 29,946 producers. 


As required by section 7 of the Act, a report on agreements 
under this Act is presented for the period April 1, 1986 to 
March 31, 1987. The agreements are as follows:

Review of 1985-86 Fiscal Year Agreements 


During the fiscal year ending March 31, 1986, fourteen 
agreements were entered into under the provisions of the 
Act. The Minister of Agriculture incurred no financial 
liabilities requiring payment with respect to these 
agreements. 


The total guarantee under the fourteen agreements amounted 
to $226,642,720. These agreements provided assistance in 
the form of an initial payment guarantee to 29,804 
producers.
